Social  Conditions.  Under  the  Cal op  Review  Order  the  District 
In  1934-  greatly  increased  in  area,  and  in  population,  by  the 
inclusion  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chirbury  and  Teme,  with  a 
small  area  from  Minst erley  parish  in  At Cham  R.D.  The  area  was 
increased  by  some  62  per  cent,  and  the  population  some  78  per 
cent,  by  the  change. 

The  District  is  practically  entirely  agricultural  in 
character.  Much  of  its  area  lies  at  an  elevation  of  1,000  feet 
and  upwards,  with  wide  fertile  valleys  in  which  arc  a number  of 
villages  and  hamlets.  There  is  one  small  ancient  marie et  town, 
that  of  Clun,  but  otherwise  there  are  no  communities  urban  or 
semi -urban  in  character.  Much  of  the  hill  country  is  under 
cultivation  or  grazed.  There  are  a number  of  residential 
estates,  and  many  i e 0 1 a t e d f arm s t c ad s and  smal 1 ho 1 di ng s . The r e 
are  no  industries  outside  agriculture  with  its  associated  crafts 
and  trades  and  a small  amount  of  barytes  mining,  the  former

Ambulance  Bacilities.  The  District  is  served  by  the  County  Council’s 
Ambulances  stationed  at  Shrewsbury,  and  available  for  ordinary  or 
infectious  cases  as  detailed  on  page  55  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer’s  Annual  Report  for  1937*  In  addition  there  is  available 
at  a garage  in  Bishop’s  Castle,  a closed  motor  conveyance  for  private 
use  at  reasonable  cost,  suitable  for  either  stretcher  or  sitting 
cases,  at  very  short  notice 

The  District  is  very  large  and  covers  an  area  lying  between  12 
and  35  miles  from  Shrewsbury.  About  half  the  area,  and  comparative- 

ly the  most  populous,  is  within  20  miles,  with  good  roads  and 
accessibility,  and  appears  to  be  served  adequately  from  Shrewsbury. 

A considerable  area,  at  distances  of  over  20  miles,  is  of  upland 
farms  and  moorlands,  and  is  very  thinly  populated.  Bor  this  and 
the  southern  area  generally,  the  Ambulance  of  the  Local  Voluntary 
Aid  Detachment  at  Ludlow  is  within  easier  reach,  and  it  has  been 
found  available  when  required  from  time  to  time. 

There  is  no  co-ordination  of  these  services,  but  they  appear 
to  be  adequate  to  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  District. 

Nursing.  All  parts  of  the  area  are  served  by  Associations 
affiliated  to  the  Shropshire  Nursing  'federation. 

Hospital  Isolation.  In  the  absence  of  material  progress 
towards  the  provision  of  ^ County  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Council 
continues  its  arrangement  for  admission  of  urgent  cases  of 
infectious  disease  to  the  Shrewsbury  and  Atcham  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital .

During  the  year  the  Council  reconsidered  the  position  with 
regard  to  the  housing  in  their  district,  and  they  took  steps  to 
ascertain  the  number  of  houses  required  for  the  general  needs  of 
" Members  of  the  Agricultural  Population.  In  this  respect  they 
circularised  many  of  the  larger  farmers  and  also  asked  for  the 
opinion  of  all  Parish  Councils.  The  response  was  rather  poor. 
\7hen  inquiries  we  re  completed,  the  Council  decided  that  they 
needed,  to  deal  with  slum  clearance  cases,  overcrowding  cases, 
and  the  general  needs  of  the  Agricultural  Population,  roughly 
5C  houses. 

" They  proceeded  to  investigate  sites  and  selected  two  sites

" Brockton  (Worthen),  one  site  at  Bent  Lent,  and  one  site  at 
" Snailbcach.  At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  for  purchase 
were  still  proceeding. 

During  the  year  the  Council  also  completed  the  re -conditioning 
of  four  houses  at  Newport  Street,  Clun,  and  two  houses  at  Church 
M Barm,  Clungunford,  with  the  aid  of  Grants  under  Section  38  of  the 
" Housing  Act,  1935*  It  was  found  that  the  rents  at  which  these 
11  houses  should  be  let  in  the  first  mentioned  case  were  more  than 
any  prospective  tenants  could  afford  to  pay,  and  the  Council 
therefore  had  to  reduce  these  rents  and  increase  others. 


4 J§.G • The  Council  received  two 

applications  for  the  Exchequer  Grant  under  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act  1938,  in  respect  of  houses  to  be  erected  for 
lurm  workers.  The  Grant  was  promised  in  one  case.

Diphtheria  /Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  District  Council,  free 
of  cost  for  eases  of  the  poorer  class,  through  loc.,1  chemists,  who 
supply  medical  men  upon  request.  Antitoxin  is  in  general  use  in 
all  but  very  slight  eases.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Memorandum  of  July,  1922,  the  Council 
instructed  their  contracting  chemists  to  hold  and  supply  antitoxin 
in  phials  containing  8,000  units  for  treatment  and  5 00  units  for 
p rophylac t i c use. 


Disinfection  is  carried  out  as  a routine  measure,  by.  the 
Inspector  with  formalin  spray  or  vapor  lamps,  in  cases  of  notified 
infectious  disease,  or  upon  death  or  removal  in  cases  of  phthisis. 
The  Council  share  with  the  Borough  of  Bishop’s  Castle  a ’Thresh’ 
Emergency  Steam  Disinfector,  which  is  kept  at  the  Clun  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  Bishop’s  Castle. 


Diphtheria  Immuni sation . Under  the  scheme  adopted  by  the 
Council  in  193^ » for  free  immunisation  of  children  of  the  poorer 
classes,  no  application  was  received  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria . Ho  case  was  notified,  or  came  to  light  during 
the  year. 

Sc MXlct  . Twenty-one  cases  in  all  came  to  notice.  These 

were  chiefly  in  two  limited  outbreaks,  the  first  at  Bucknell  and 
Chapel  Lawn  in  April,  May,  and  June,  when  six  cases  in  6 houses 
were  notified.  Of  these  four  were  in  Bucknell,  and  in  each  case 
the  child  affected  attended  school  outside  the  County,  and 
infection  appeared  to  be  imported.  The  source  of  infection  at 
Chapel  Lawn  was  obscure.  Due  precautions  to  prevent  spread  were 
taken  in  every  case,  and  one  child  from  Chapel  Lawn  was  removed  to 
Montano or  Isolation  Hospital  under  the  Council's  arrangement . 

The  second  sm..ll  outbreak  occurred  in  the  H0rbury  School 
area  in  September.  The  first  case  notified  was  a school  child, 
on  September  yth.  As  there  was  a possibility  of  the  School  being 
involved,  the  County  Medical  Officer  had  a medical  inspection  made 
in  the  School  on  the  ljth.  Ho  definite  cases  we re  discovered,  but 
upon  a further  case  arising  in  a school  child,  the  School  was 
closed  on  the  20th  and  remained  closed  until  October  17th. 

In  all  11  cases  occurred  in  5 houses,  the  type  showing 
unusual  infectivity,  four  adult  , or  elderly  members  of  the 
infected  families  contracting  the  disease,  although  the  precautions 
usual  in  home  nursed  cases  were  taken.  These  adult  cases  wore  in 
general  associated  with  severe* tonsillitis . Ho  death  resulted, 

and  no  fresh  case  arose  after  September  28th.
